Early  Single  Tulips  - First  to  Bloom 


The  Early  Single  Tulips,  by  reason  of  their  blooming  season,  which  comes 
two  to  four  weeks  ahead  of  other  Tulips,  always  have  been  great 
favorites  for  garden  display  and  for  cutting.  They  may  be  planted  in 
formal  beds  or  clumped  together  in  the  perennial  border.  For  blooming 
indoors  during  the  winter  they  are  superb.  For  outdoor  blooming, 
plant  as  soon  as  the  bulbs  are  available  and  cover  3  to  5  inches  deep 
with  fine  soil.  Where  alternate  freezing  and  thawing  are  usual,  cover 
the  beds  with  a  2  or  3  inch  layer  of  straw  or  pine  boughs.  This  is  to 
shade  the  surface  and  not  to  keep  the  soil  warm.  For  indoor  blooming, 
plant  in  shallow  pans,  one  variety  to  each  pan,  keep  dark  for  six  to 
eight  weeks,  and  then  bring  into  a  cool  room  for  the  plants  to  develop 
into  fine  specimens.

Perennials  are  the  chief  stand-by  of  the  old-fashioned  gar¬ 
dens.  They  require  little  attention  and  respond  generously 
to  increased  care  and  thorough  cultivation.  After  once  being 
established  they  will  not  only  last  many  years  but  also  in¬ 
crease  in  beauty  with  every  season.  The  seed  of  perennials 
may  be  sown  outdoors  almost  any  time  of  the  year. 


Summer  and  fall  sowings  should  be  made  in  specially 
prepared  beds,  preferably  boxed  in  with  8-  or  10-inch  boards 
and  covered  with  a  screen  of  lath  or  wide- meshed  burlap.
